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1st  XV.  vs.   Naval  College 

Lost  3-5 

This  was  the  second  game  of  the  Intermediate  fixtures, 
and  was  played  on  onr  grounds  on  Saturday.  February  8th. 

The  day  was  very  windy,  and  the  rain  was  coming  down 
in  torrents,  the  field  being  a  mass  of  mud. 


The  Naval  College  won  the  toss,  and  choose  to  play 
against  the  wind  in  the  first  half.  A  few  minutes  after  the 
kick-off,  it  seemed  to  be  going  to  be  a  keen  struggle,  but  our 
boys,  with  the  help  of  the  wind,  forced  their  opponents  back. 
Then  London,  breaking  away  from  a  loose  scrum,  passed  to 
Reid,  who  managed  to  score.  Owing  to  the  kick  being  at  right 
angles  to  the  wind.  Smith  was  unable  to  convert.  The  rest 
of  this  period  was  fast.  l)ut  without  score,  thus  ending  the 
first  half  with  3-0  in  our  favour. 

The  second  half  opened  with  the  School  fighting  against 
the  wind.  At  first  we  forced  our  opponents  back  into  their 
own  twenty-five,  but  they  soon  rallied,  and  for  ten  minutes 
the  play  was  fierce  and  fast,  with  first  one  side  and  then  the 
other  having  the  advantage.  Finally,  however,  the  Xaval 
College  were  forced  back,  and  with  only  two  more  minutes 
to  play  the  game  seemed  won,  when  the  unexpected  happened, 
and  the  Naval  College,  breaking  through  a  loose  scrum,  swept 
the  ball  down  the  field  and,  before  anyone  could  realize,  a  try 
had  been  scored.  Pentlow,  with  the  wind  behind  his  back, 
easily  converted  it.  The  whistle  for  time  then  blew,  leaving 
the  score  5-3  in  favour  of  the  Naval  College. 

Although  played  in  a  field  of  mud  and  against  a  strong 
wind,  it  was  a  good  game,  and  a  hard  one  to  lose.  The  victory 
of  the  Naval  College  was  due,  if  to  anything,  to  their  sui)erior 
packing  of  their  forwards  in  the  loose  scrums. 

Especially  noticeable  on  the  vSchool  team  was  the  work  of 
the  lighter  forwards.  Smith.  Murphy  and  London;  and  of  the 
halves,  lleggie  ii  and  McNeill  i.  who  excelled  themselves.

THE    CHAMPION    LOAFER 

In  the  small,  sleep}-,  pleasure-loving-  town  of  Blidah,  a 
few  years  before  the  invasion  of  the  French,  lived  a  worthy 
Moor  who.  after  his  father,  was  named  Sidi  Lakdar.  and 
whom  the  townsmen  had  nicknamed  the  Loafer.  You  must 
understand  that  the  Moors  in  Algeria  are  the  laziest  men  on 
earth,  and  especially  those  in  Blidah  ;  doubtless,  on  account 
of  the  perfumes  of  oranges  and  lemons,  with  which  the  ttnvn 
is  sutTused.  But  in  point  of  idleness  and  carelessness  no  one 
approached  Sidi  Lakdar.  This  worthy  had  raised  his  vice  to 
the  dignity  of  a  profession.  Others  are  embroiderers,  coffee- 
house keepers,  and  grocers.  Sidi  Lakdar,  however,  was  a 
loafer.  On  the  death  of  his  father  he  had  inherited  a  small 
garden  by  the  ramparts  of  the  town,  with  low  white  walls 
falling  in  ruins,  a  gate  overgrown  with  brambles,  which  would 
not  shut,  a  few  fig  trees  and  banana  trees,  and  two  or  three 
springs  glistening  in  the  grass.

The  men  bowed  ])iously.  and  exery  day  on  leaving 
school  there  was  on  the  walls  of  the  garden  cjuite  a  number  of 
street  bo}s  in  their  strijjcd  silk  jackets  and  red  caps,  who  came 
to  disturb  this  lazy  beauty,  called  Lakdar  b}-  his  nrime.  laughed 
and  made  a  row  and  threw  orange  peel  at  him. 

Wasted  energ_\- !  The  loafer  did  not  stir.  h'rom  time  to 
time  the}'  heard  him  call  out  from  the  grass:  "Look  out  I  I'll 
get  up  in  a  minute!"       But  he  ne\t'r  got  up. 

Now-,  it  happened  that  oiu-  of  thesi-  mischie\-ous  }-oung- 
sters.  on  coming  like  that  to  pla\-  tricks  on  the  loafer,  w.'is  in 
some  way  moved  b}-  tlu'  divine  grace  and.  being  smitten  with 
a  sudden  fondness  for  a  horizontal  existence,  declared  one 
morning  to  his  father  that  he  did  not  mean  to  go  to  school 
any  more  and  that  he  wanted  to  become  a  loafer.
